Faith Willard, Dr. Grant’s Protege, Dies; 


Identity of Waif’s 


Faith Willard, the baby girl abandoned 
one night last May on the doorstep of 
the Rév. Percy Stickney Grant, rector 
of the Church of the Ascension, died at 
3:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon in 
Presbyterian Hospital. The child suc- 
eumbed after two weeks’ struggle with 
intestinal disease and pneumonia, the 


direct cause of death being bronchial 
pneumonia. 

The funeral arrangements have not 
been completed, but probably will 
announced by Dr. Grant today at his 
rectory, 7 West Tenth Street. It was 
indicated, however, that the burial 
would be in the graveyard of the Church 
of the Ascension. 

Despite the widespread publicity given 
to the critical illness of the little waif, 
her parents failed to take the oppor- 
tunity to visit the hospital and see the 
child before she died. No one called at 
the hospital except one hysterical wo- 
man Whv had no claim upon the child, 
it evolved; except in her imagination. 
Dr. Grant did receive a letter on Sun- 
day, however, from a. woman who saitl 
she was the mother of the waif and ex- 
pressed her sorrow that the child was 
so ill. But she did not give her name 
or address or any other information 
that might lead to her identification.

Borah Defends the Bill. 


** Let us,’’ said Senator Borah, in the 
course of his final plea for passage, 
‘““understand precisely what we are do- 
ing today. We are, in the only way I 
know of, plaving a construction upon 
this srentes It may result in a con- 
struction favorable to those who are op- 
posed to this bill. I do not know. On 
the other hand, it may result in a con-

Unques- 
tionably, if free tolls for coastwise ves- 
sels are not incorporated in the terms of 
the treaty, we have a right to provide 
for free tolls, and it is in the belief 
that that is true that we are advocating 
free tolla. In doing s0 we are doing 
nothing different from what the advo- 
cates of the other side of the matter 
are doing, or what Great Britain is 
doing, in insisting that it is not incor- 
porated tn the treaty.’’

Forecasis Arbitration of Question. 


“It is,’’ replied Senator Borah. ‘‘ The 
subjeet of arbitration has been present- 
ed, and with some force. It is a matter 
upon which the Senator from Rhode Is- 
land (Mr. Colt) dwelt with his usual 
earnestness and ability.

Celt Assails Method Used. 


*'May I say to the Senator,’’ replied 
Senator Colt, ‘‘ that that is not the 
question before the Senate as to the 
merits of this question. The only ques- 
tion before the Senate is whether we 
will pass a statute making our own 
construction the supreme law of the 
land. I concede the right of the United 
States to endorse its own construction 


in the strongest terms before any t¢i- 
bunal, and I concede that there are two 
sides, and that the question is a doubt- 
ful one. I deny the right of the Senate 
to pass a bill, its own construction of a 
contract, Into the supreme law of the 


United States.’’ 

‘It has been saifd,*’ Senator Borah 
resumed, ‘‘ that it is most unfortunate 
that this bill should come up at the 
time when the great disarmament con- 
ference is ahead of us. I should count 
myself very unfortunate indeed, if by 
reason of any bad judgment, I should 
in any way embarrass the work of that 
disarmament conference. I have never 
supposed that the*disarmament confer- 
ence would involve the question of the 
United States bartering away any sub- 
stantial right which belongs to her do- 
mestic affairs. 

**It was rather a new doctrine to me

Senator Watson of Indiana, replying, 
pointed out that Mr. McCormick was 
Chairman of the subcommittee that 
drafted the free tolls plank in the 1920 
Republican platform, and that commit- 
tee, he added, voted the plank into the 
platform without a dissenting voice. 

Senator Reed vigorously supported 
Senator Borah. He said that the 
United States had paid $40,000,000 to 
the original French concessionaires of 
the Canal strip, $10,000,000 to Panama 
and $25,000,000 to Colombia, in addition 
to a construction cost of about $400,- 
000,000.

‘Of all the replies received I think 
that not over a dozen were adverse to 
the general judgment that -the repeal 
of the exemption was called for by the 
highest considerations of honor and 
morality, and that against these no 
financial advantage ought to stand for 
& moment. I believe that a censensus 
of opinion in America at the present 
time would establish the same thesis. 

‘‘In an ethical matter like this, the 
first appeal is to the sense of honor. 
We retrieved one great mistake on this 
subject and ought not to make another, 
but on the other side, if one must con- 
sider the subject on other grounds, the 
loss in terms of dollarg and cents from 
reversion to exemption would be im- 
measurably greater than anything that 
might be gained for the coastwise trade. 

‘‘It must be remembered by those 
who claim that the Hay-Pauncefote 
Treaty was a mistake that in return 
for hay J of treatment in tolls we 
received quid pro quo of collossal value, 
namely the agreement by Great Britain 
to renounce her rights under the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer Treaty to joint partnership 
in building the canal. To repeat the 
former mistake would be to put a blot 
upon our national prestige and national 
honor which would be ineradicable be- 
cause we could no longer say that the 
error was made impulsively. Americans 
in Europe, especially those who. have 
been related to the Diplomatic Corps, 
have reason to feel the disgrace which 
would attach to us as a nation should 
we again bargain with our national 
honor. 

‘I hope that some one will republish 
and circulate the pamphlet mentioned 
along with the comprehensive, moderate, 
logical high minded speech of Senator 
Root on the subject of the repeal. 

“It was with a thrill of admiration 
that at the San Remo conference when 
the question of the Adriatic settlement 
came up and Sighor Nitti had the choice 
of the pact of London or the well known 
December agreement, both of which 
were signed by France, I. heard M.

Gitlow and Harry Winitsky, candidates

Tne board based its action on the 
{ground that as both candidates had 
been convicted under the State crimi- 
nal anarchy’’ law and were serving 
terms of imprisonment they had been 
deprived of citizenship. 

John .R. Voorhis, President 
board, in announcing its action said 
that the Commissioners had been di- 
vided on the question of the petitions. 
Commissioner Jacob A. Livingston and 
Charles E. Heydt, he 
said. moved that tne petitions be recog- 
nized and that the names go on the 
ballot, declaring that they could see no 
legal reason for adverse action. This 
motion failed to carry, as President 
Voorhis and Commissioner James K. 
Kane voted in the negative. 

‘‘We then made our ruling,’’ said 
President Voorhts. *‘ on the ground that 
these men Were net citizens, having been 
deprived of citizenship under the law by 
being convicted of a felonious offense. 
Having given their addresses as Ossin- 
ing they are also non-residents, as the 
law reads that a candidate must be of 
the ‘ political subdivision or municipal 
corporation of the State for which he 
shall be chosen, or within which the 
electors electing him reside, or within 
which his office functions are required 
to be exercised.’ 

‘“We could not possibly permit the 
names of these men to go on the ballot. 
It would be a pretty state of affairs to 
allow felons and criminals to become 
eligible for office and take their places 
beside decent men and women. 

‘‘There is no justification in law for 
the board’s action,’’ said Edward Lind- 
gren, Secretary of the Workers’ League, 
last night. ‘‘ As soon as we receive of- 
ficial notice of the board's action we 
‘shall take the matter into the courts 
and contest it.’’ 

Mr. Lindgren said board's 
contention that Gitlow and Winitsky 
had been deprived of citizenship be- 
cause of their conviction and imprison- 
ment could not be sustained, as there 
was ‘‘no law to support such action.

He Says Disenrolment Was 
Due to Lack of Funds and 
Is Not Permanent Policy. 


NEW LEGISLATION PLANNED 


Appeals to Members to Remain In 
Class 6, Without Pay, Pending 
Further Developments,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10:—President 
Berding has writtén to Hugh Harley of 
The Priladelphia Inquirer, stating that 
the Administratifn has no thought of 
giving up permanenfly the Naval Reserve 
forse, and that the action of the Navy 
Department in disenrolling the reserves 
was the result of [ack of appropriations. 
If there had not been suct: disenroll- 
ment, the President explained to Mr. 
Harléy, the navy would have had a 
deficit in appropriations. 

“Your letter dated Sept. 17,’’ the 
President wrote, ‘“‘ relative to the Naval 
Reserve force has been received ant | 
given my most cegeful attention. Tho | 
present condition and future prospects 
of the United States Naval Reserve force 
are of the greatest interest to the navy. 

"At the outbreak of the World War, 
for lack of a sufficiently trained Naval 


Reserve, it was necessary to draw large 


numbers of trained men from our battle 
fleet and assign them to duty to-man., 
auxiliary ships and vessels of -the mer- 
chant marine and as armed guards. Con- 
ditions which would permit of such B 
disruption of our first line- of defense 
at the outbreak of war are fraught with 
so much danger that a repetition should 
not be within the bounds of possibility. | 
bility. | 

Says War Showed Need of Reserve. | 


“The late war showed the necessity | 
for trained seagoing reserves, not only 
in combatant ships, but to ‘take over, 
eperate and protect commercial ships 
operating through war zones. The num- 
ber of reserves prior to the: war was 
wholly inadequate to cover the situation 
which confronted the navy, and steps 
were {immediately taken to acquire and 
train a body of men equal to the occa- 
sion, | 

‘At the close of the war there were} 
in the naval service about 330,000 offi- | 
cers and enlisted men of the reserve | 
force. The bulk of these men were trane | 
ferred to the inactive list shortly after | 
the armistice, and ‘about 100,000 have 
passed out of the reserve by expiration 
of their terms of enrollment or for other | 
ee he necessity for a reorganization of 
the Naval Reserves was recognized at 


‘honorable service ,and in. the emergency 


en early date in this Administraticn, 
and steps were taken to fortnulate a 
well-considered policy for the future, 
based upon experience gained in the 
World War. Such a policy, if adopted, 
must provide for supplying trained or 
partially trained men to fill the com- 
ptenients ‘of auxiliary ships in time of 
national emergency, thus obviating the 
necessity for withdrawing men from the 
battle fleet. 

“The appropriation for the Naval Re- 
serve force available for the present 
fiscal year was not adequate to permit 
the reduction of the Naval Reserves in| 
an orderly manner to the size for which 
funds are available without creating a/ 
deficiency, It, therefore, became the | 
clear duty of the Navy Department to 
make drastic reductions in the Naval 
Reserves and to disenroll from Sept, 30 
some two hundred and twénty-five thou- 
sand officers and men, all of whom, 
however, have been given the right to 
transfer to the volunteer naval reserves 
in what is known as Class 6, a status 
which is without pay. 

Drawing Up New Plans. 


“The sudden separation of such a 
large number of officers and men from 
the navy has necessarily created a sit- 
uation that will require a _ certain 
amount of time for the reorganization 
of the Naval Reserves under conditions 
as‘they actually exist. Meanwhile the 
Navy Department is engaged in draw- 
ing up ‘and will_seek to have enacted 
a bill to cover the entire subject.

Speculators with sizable blocks 
of the precious cardboards on their 
hands are willing to sell their stock at 
reasonable advances over their face 
value and are having difficulty disposing 
of them even at legal advance of 
50 cents a ticket or an extra charge 
of $1, 

From the excessive, exorbitant charge 
of $10 a reserved seat—the price which 
prevailed up to yesterday’s third Yankee 
victory—the tickets held by the specula- 
tors have decreased In price to an aver- 
age.of $6.60 apiece. Some of the agencies 
maintained the standard quotation of 
the opening days of the series, and 
asked for $10 each for 
today’s game or any of the succeeding 
games, Louis Cohn’s agency was a case 
in point. Inquiry at this distributing 
centre last night brought the response 
from Cgnn himself that he wanted $10 
each for tickets for today’s game. All 
along the line, however, the prices fluc- 
tuated, with the majority holding to the 
average of $6.60 each.

“Tam confident the police did all they 
could in their.attempt to handle the 
crowd, but they were helpless before 
the rushes of the fans,’’ President Kneb- 
elkamp said. ‘‘I am sorry the game 
ended as it did.- It was a disgrace ‘to 
Louisvilie.”’ 

The remaining games of the _ series 
will be played in’ Baltimore, starting 
Thursday. The Baltimore team left for 
the East last night. The Louisville club 
will invade Baltimore Wednesday. Each 
club has won two games. , 

Yesterday’s game was forfeited. to 
Baltimore, 9 to 0, in the first half of 
the nint hinning when the demonstra- 
tion was staged by tlie fans in protest 
to what they regarded as questionable 
decisions by the umpires, Frank Con- 
nolly of the American Association and 
William McGowan of the International 
League.

When the gates were 
thrown open at 10 o’clock, only 400 were 
in line at the entrance to the bleachers, 
while about 100 awaited admission 
the Speedway entrance to the upper 
e@tand and 150 others were at the Eighth 
Avenue entrance to the $3.30 seats. The 
first fans in line for the grand stand 
seats arrived at 6 o’clock. At 2 A. M.

~ COACHING NOVELTY 


Yale Plan for Three Profes- 
sionals to Handle Crews in 
Turn Will Be Watched. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 10.—Yale 
rowing has been reorganized more gen- 
erally in anticipation of next season 
than at any time in Yale's aquatic 
history. Three English coaches, Jim 
Corderry, George Corderry and Bert 
Lee, have been engaged; a more ex- 
pansive program of intercollegiate and 
intermural competition than ever before 
is being mapped out; definite decision 
has been made regarding the modified 
English stroke, shell rigging, style of 
oars and equipment, and a decision has 
been reaehed whereby the three coaches 
will take turns in handling and develop: 
ing the crews. 

To Use 


American Seating. 


Corderry states that he will make no 
attempt to seat his oarsmen alter- 
nate sides of the keel, as done I 
England. The Yale crews will be seated 
directly over the keelson. At present 
he plans to use the broader American 
oars, but he will use English-built shells 
because they are less expensive and are} 
more carefully made. 

Jim Corderry's brother, George, is 
much better known than Jim in Eng- 
land. {n 1908 George coached the crew 
of the City of London Rowing Club and |} 
won the Irish Blue Ribbon. In\1909 he | 
finished second in the professional han- } 
dican.scullers’ race at Cambridge, meet- | 
ing the best oarsmen of England. From } 
1911 to 1913 he coached the Ruder Verein | 
crews of Berlin and they defeated the 
best crews of Germany. In 1912 he 
couched the four-oared crews which won 
first place and the eight-oared crew that 
took second place in the Olympic races. 
George made a hurried exit from Ger- 
many when the World War broke out, 
leaving his baggage behind. He recov- 
ered it when, in 1919, he went to Ger- 
many as a Sergeant Major in the Army 
of Occupation. Throughout the war he 
served in the Sports Battalion. 

Since the war he has been coaching in 
Norway and South America, and last 
May he trained Donald M. Gollin for 
the Leander Club. Gollin was barely 
beaten by Hyken of Holland for the 
amateur championship of England. 

Herbert Lee, who has coached some 
of the best known boat clubs of Eng- 
land, will arrive next week. 

The only race yet arranged for next 
year by Yale is the triangular event 
with Cornell and Prineeton, which will 
be rowed on the Housatonic ih May. 
The varsity crew will train on the 
Housatonic, while the other squads will 
remain on New Haven Harbor. A new 
coaching launch will be added to the 
equipment the coming year. 

The Graduate Rowing Committee for 
next year will include Fred W. Allen, 
Chairman; Alfred H. Swayne, John M. 
Goetchius, Payne’ Whitney, Augustus S. 
Blagden, Averell Harriman, Colles J. 
Coe, Seth Low and Churchill Peters. 

It is certain that the Corderry broth- 
ers and Lee will be able to work in har- 
mony because they are all professional 
scullers of the Putney school, and are 
agreed upon al] the essentials of rowing.

and ideals of the founders of the Re-

These accusations having been made, 
an investigation of this kind is com- 
mendable, and the teachers in the 
schools are, or at any rate ought to be, 
as competent as anybody else to make 
it. Something of disquietude, however, 
is justified by words ascribed to Mr.

Senator France’s Views on Trade 
Are Found Impracticable. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Senator France’s statements made in 
his interview with President Harding on 
the recognition of Russia, as reported 
in your esteemed paper, are replete with 
alluring promises and bright outlook, 
accruing from such a recognition of the 
Bolshevist Government., These good" 
the Senator tells us, are based 
upon assurances on the part of the Bol- 
sheviki, who have up to now never lived 
up to promises or evidenced good faith 
in any negotiations or transactions. 
Senator France according to his 
own statement, made an extensive tour 
of Soviet Russia during his short stay 
within its borders, and, as again he has 
told previously, his secretaries,

minus 
minus his own interpreters (they were 
refused admission), but guided in his 
travels by a Bolshevist agent, who oi 
course had his instructions from Moscow 
as to what he was to say and what he 
was to show. 

Having covered Soviet Russia thor- 
oughly, will the Senator kindly tell the 
American public in which parts of the 
Bolshevist domain he found appreciable 
quantities of any material, raw or man- 
ufactured, that would form a basis for 
trade or barter with Soviet Russia, for 
the gold is all gone, and the Bolsheviki 
themselves admit it? If there were any 
appreciable stocks of any material avail- 
able Lenin would have certainly bar- 
tered« them for grain -for the starving 
population, particularly the Bed army 
and the Communists, all of whom are 
very much underfed. The needs of the 
Red army, the Government officials and 
the handful of factory workmen (they 
number now about 150,000) are expressed 
in 4,000,000 poods (a pood equals thirty- 
six pounds). The Bolshevist Govern- 
ment states that through taxation and 
partial requisition it can only hope to 
realize 1,500,000 out of the 4,000,000. If 
the Bolsheviki today had anything tan- 
gible to dispose of, it would certainly be 
offered in exchange for grain, the short- 
age of which is the dangling sword over 
Lenin and his associates. The disposal 
of historic art treasures will yield some 
money, but I rather think that those 
items will not be impetus enough for 
America to corclude commercial or other 
treaties with the Bolsheviki. 

And Senator France think that 
the present is an opportune time, and a 
for Americans to open factories 
in Russia? England has been talking— 
so far only talking—of operating some 
plants in Russia, but the uppermost con- 
sideration has been the sending of a de- 
tachment of English soldiers to guard 
the property and to be in readiness to 
quell excesses. 

The Senator speaks of the great strides 
which England has made in Soviet Rus- 
sia, but Lloyd George’s statements on 
this question, and the reports showing 
the result of one year’s trading, would 
most forcibly disprove the theory that a 
treaty with the Bolsheviki would be a 
desirable move on the part of any Gov- 
ernment. In the recent note of England 
to Lenin it was pointed out that the Bol- 
sheviki had violated the pact in nu- 
merous instances. Besides, the amount 
of business consummated is infinitesi- 
mal, considered from a Government’s 
point of view. It is true a few English 
merchants have done some business with 
Lenin & Co., as long as the gold lasted, 
and American merchants have done and 
can do the same, without our recognition 
ef the Bolshevist misrule. 

Germany, which knows Russia and 
better than one has 
decided to have nothing to do officially 
with the Bolsheviki, and this decision 
was based the reports of several 
Germans who Russia thoroughly, 
who sojourned recently in Russia 
for a period of six months, and some 
of them longer, and they all decided it 
was impossible to make any permanent 
agreements with the present Govern- 
ment. 

Martens, the Bolshevist envoy here, 
was also promising a good deal of busi- 
ness and other good things to American 
interests before he was asked to get out. 
A few Bolshevist enthusiasts, like the 
Senator, went along with Martens’s ex- 
pelled outfit to Moscow to continue ne- 
gotiations on the great business. What 
have these men, like Jennings, for in- 
stance, reported after a Six months’ stay 
in Moscow? The Senator must know 
their unanimous report that it was im- 
possible to do any business with the 
Lenin crowd. 

The Senator, perhaps, also knows 
that the $10,000,600,000 bubble of Van- 
derlip has also burst, and that one hears 
no more about it. 

Germany’s promise to pay the 
reparations are not the strongest 
Securities in the world, but the Bolshe- 
vist promises to pay Russia’s stupendous 
debts to the world, and for confiscated 
property of foreigners alone, to say 
nothing of Russians’ property, would 
not be worth the paper they are written 
on as long as Lenin & Co. are the mak- 
ers of the promises, 

I was compelled to sojourn in the land 
of ‘‘ Red madness ’’ against my will for 
three years (1918 to 1920 inclusive). f 
have been through all the Bolshevist 
tactics, including. almost a year’s im- 
prisonment (for attempting to escape 
out of Russia). All this gave me a good 
opportunity to study the Bolshevist Gov- 
ernment and its fantastic methods, and 
I have come to this one conclusion: The 
Bolsheviki are not sincere in their prom- 
ises, and no Government or business 
men can conduct business safely and 
profitably, especially when the element 
of confidence enters into the transaction. 

It is self-evident that if’ the United 
States were to recognize the Bolshevist 
Government, other smaller countries 
would follow. our example, but it is a 
question whether we want to set thas 


example, as Senator France urges- ud 
to do. As THE NEW YORK TIMES recént- 
ly said editorially, there is “nothing in 
Soviet Russia which we want to imitate; 
our task is rather to disillusionize the 
sympathizers of the Bolsheviki from 
their attempts to make us treat with the 
irresponsible Bolshevist Government, 
which, from many recent indications, 
has not such a long time to live.

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War Department Expects Force to 
Reach 450,000 in 1924 With 
Present Progress. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 10,—In a ‘state- 
ment issued today, the War Department 
anuounced that 126,000 officers and men 
were now enrolled in National Guard 
units out of 215,397 allotted for organ- 
ization Dy June 30, 1922. Progress in 
the reorganization of the National 
Guard in the various States has been 
so rapid that the Militia Bureau has 


been forced to refuse acceptance of: sev- | 


eral commands offered for Federal rec- 
oguition on account of lack of necessary 
funds. 

‘Six States,’’ says the statement, 
‘* have a sufficiently large population to 
justify their being ailoted 
infantry division in addition to other 
units, Of these, New York shows the 
greatest number of troops enrolled, 
about 17,500 men, ineluding corps and 
well as divisional troops. The 
State of Pennsylvania, with an enroll- 
ment of 11,250, has its division practi- 
cally ready for Federal recognition as a 
unit, and it is expected that such recog- 
nition will be extended early in Octaber. 

‘All the States with the exception of 
Navada and West Virginia, have made 
good progress with their National Guard 
organizations.”’ 

Kighteen infantry divisions are to be 
organized and each of these is to have a 
numerical designation corresponding, in 
most instances, with the number of the 
division composed of National Guard 
troops from the same_ section which 
served in the World War. The Forty- 
second Division is omitted because that 
was the designation of the famous com- 
mand, composed of troops from_a num- 
ber of States, known as the Rainbow 
Division. : 

The. Twenty-seventh Division is to be 
perpetuated in the New York National 
Guard and the Thirtieth, with which the 
Twenty-seventh and _ the Australians 
broke the Hindenburg line, will be per- 
petuated in the National Guard organ- 
jgations of Tennessee, North Carolina 
and South Carolina with Georgia added. 

‘The present organization plan pro- 
vides that the National Guard shall be 
a thoroughly consolidated and well-de- 
veloped ‘component of the army of the 
United States,’’ said the statement, 
“comprising a stated ratio of troops of 
every branch of the service, including 
all calibres of heavy artillery, anti-air- 
craft artillery, tanks, airplanes, bal- 
loons and motor truck units, each with 
a permanent mission of it’ own and so 
organized that, in the event of war, all 
may take their places in the field with- 
out any of the delay and confusion that 
attended the last mobilization.”’ 

“The War Department, during the 
fifteen months that have elapsed since 
the passage of the reorganization act 
of June 4, 1920, has authorized eighteen 
infantry divisions of National Guard 
in the states comprising the nine corps 
areas. In addition to the eighteen in- 
fantry divisions thus allotted, there 
have also been authorized a large num- 
ber of corps, army and general head- 
quarters troops. Certain cavalry units 
are also in course of organization, 
which, when completed, will be suf- 
ficient to form approximately. four 
eavalry divisions. 

‘Under the law the strength

PHILLIPS NOT HIS ‘BAG MAN’ 


One Company Handling City Con- 
tracts Changed Hands to Settle 
a Bet on a Horse Race. 


Borough President Maurice BH. Con- 
nolly of Queens denied yesterday at a 
public hearing of the Meyer Legislative 
Investigating Committee that the $14,000 


paid by John J. Creem to John F. Phil- | 


lips for the assignment of a sewer con- 
tract went into his campaign fund when 
he was running for Justice of the Su- 
preme Court in 1918. 


Mr. Connolly explained that the great- 
er part of this campaign fund, which, 
through a coincidence, amounted to 
$14,075, was contributed by members of 
his family, according to report, but that 
in reality he furnished a considerable 
part of the money himseif, and was still 

aying on notes. by which the money 
faa been obtained from local banks. 

Incidentally, Mr. Connolly denied with 
some heat that Phillips, who, other wit- 
mésses have testified, was considered the 
‘‘ unofficial head ’’ of the Queens Sewer 
Department, was reputed to be his 
*““bagman,’ and said that there was 
nothing in the evidence before the com- 
mittee to warrant any such assumption. 

In a statement which Mr. Connolly 
was permitted to make without inter- 
ruption before ex-Senator~ Elon -R. 
Brown, counsel of the committee, began 
hig examination, tte Borough President 
denied practically every statement made 
by previous witnesses reflecting upon his 
administration, and said that public 
work was done more cheaply fn Queens 
than in any other bogough in the city. 

He was agked by Senator Brown why 
Ath ee as shown by the testimony, that

a lineal foot in Queens, plus $50 to $60 
a@ foot for excavation, concrete work and 
il, a total of $77 to $87, wren the total 
cost of sewer construction in Johnstown,

Frenz said that he ob- 
jected and that Matthews turned over 
the Holding Realty Company to him as 
surety for the $5,250 he would have won 
if Matthews had bet the money. Frenaz 
gaid that about 5,800 was due the 
company from the’ citv. 

The contributors to the Connolly 1918 
eampaign fund, as reported by_ his com- 
mittee and as furnished by Mr. Con- 
nolly. to the committee, included the 
following: 

John J. Connolly. a trother, $5,000; 
William Connolly, a brother, $2,500;

When questioned later Controller 
Craig said that hig talk on the transit

He pleased the real estate men by 
telling them that the tax rate for Man- 
hattan in 1922 will be at least 2 points 
below the present rate and hoped that 
the cut might go even further. He said 
that he obtained a remission of $7,440,- 
000 in State taxes recently when he in- 
formed Governor Miller that the Legis- 
lature had violated the Constitution in 
levying the State tax, and declared that 
no State officer had ever lifted a finger 
to protect the taxpayer from the illegal 
levy. 

The Controller was proud that the city 
went through the war without issuing 
a long-term bond, and asserted that $62,- 
000,000 had been saved the city by the 
issuance of short-term notes. By start- 
ing the practice of borrowing just as 
money was needed and wiping out the 
previous practice of sangre three 
weeks before money was required, he 
said he saved the city $800,000 annually. 
By doing away with eighth of 1 per 
cent. commission to brokers’ on bond 
sales, he also saved $800,000, he added. 
In 1919 his office, said the Controller, 
handled a turnover of $1,100,000,000 
with a staff of 958 employes, and last 
vear the business increased $1,800,000,000 
and was handled by a staff of 848 em- 
ployes. 

In reply to a question, he admitted 
that the smaller staff received higher 
salaries than the larger one, and de- 
fended this condition warmly by saying 
that he believed in paying men what 
they were worth and in weeding out 
men who ‘could get better jobs else- 
where.”’

Premier Lloyd George suggested refer- 
ence of the whole question to the Coun- 
cil of the League and Premier Briand 
accepted the proposal with alacrity. In 
fact the French Premier was so pleased 
with the idea that, rightly or wrongly, 
it came.to be belleved that Mr. Lioyd 
George had fallen into a trap adroitly 
laid for him by M. Briand.

Utfenburg before the Catholic Workers’ 
Association, celebrating its twenty-rifta 
anniversary. Chancellor Wirth’s utter- 
ances killed what otherwise would have 
been a record-breaking day on the 
Boerse today. On the strength of his 
speech and the gloomy uncertainty about 
Upper Silesia the Boerse, after tnree 
days’ rest, opened ‘‘ with the utmost re- 
straint,’’ and the market continued 
quiet.

Even more thought-provoking are the 
unexpressed implications in this warn- 
ing: ‘‘Do not disappoint Germany for 
the sake of the democratic principle in 
Europe. Disappointment would be pain- 
ful not only for the sake of the German 
— but for the sake of Europe’s 
ate.’’ 

The note struck by Dr. Wirth is am- 
plified by the press in a variety of 
veiled threats of what may happen if 
Upper Silesia is not allowed to stay, un- 
divided, with Germany. The most cut- 
spoken and perhaps the most hysterical 
is Theodore Wolff, editor of the Demo- 
cratic Tageblatt. He threatens by in- 
nuendo that if Upper Silesia is parti- 
tioned because 40 per cent. ‘voted for 
Poland a similar movement to break 
away may start in other countries hav- 
ing German minorities today. 

‘“Do not the AlHes,’’ he says, ‘' see 
what a grandiose slogan is furnished to 
these German minorities and us for 
future questions? How about the Ger- 
mans in Czechoslovakia—will hot the 
minority have a right to separate from 
the State to which they now belong? 
We must say so, although hitherto we 
have favored a policy of compromise 
and rapprochement between Germans 
and Czechs. Whoever would tear Upper 
Silesia to pieces for the sake of the 40 
per cent. Polish minority must realize 
the dangerous course this leads to.’’ 

This leading democrat utters still an- 
other specific threat directly against 
Poland. He argues that, though dis- 
armed, Germany has peaceful weapons. 
In the eventuality of an unfavorable 
Upper Silesian decision ‘‘ Germany must 
play the porcupine,’’ he says. ‘It is 
clear that bankrupt Poland, compressed 
between Germany and Russia, must 
sooner or later collapse unless she comes 
to an economic understanding with her 
German neighbor. If Upper Silesia or, 
for us, essential parts thereof are al- 
lotted to Poland, then we must see to it 
with all means that Poland collapses 
sooner rather than later. One must leave 
no doubt in Poland’s mind that today 
we are still ready to come to an eco- 
nomic agreement, but that tomorrow 
after the unfaverable decision we shall 
be so no longer. Then, on the contrary, 
we must organize such an absolutely

tight barrier against Poland that not ~ 


onl only no camel, but no chicken, no 
case of merchandise, can longer pass 
through the needle’s eye. It would then 
be the duty of the German Government 
systematically to bring about the utter 
withering up of Poland. 

‘Germany must and will defend her- 
self like a porcupine. Part of this pol- 
icy must be to bring our intercourse 
with Poland’s other neighbor, Russia, 
gradually more into the proper channels. 
It is necessary systematically to prepare 
the economic opening up of Russia and 
establish lasting connections with Rus- 
sia.

The author of “ Clarence ’’ has writ- 
ten a wistful, placid, gently amusing 
little comedy to nourish the oftsung 
talent of Helen Hayes. It is called ‘‘ The 
Wren’”’ and it was revealed to New 
York for the first time last evening at 
thé Gaiety Theatre, which has usually 
sheltered plays more roughly hewn and 
more robustious. What there is of it is 
charming and it is charmingly played— 
not only by the winsome Miss Hayes, 
who has foregone her naughty trick of 
insisting on hersel2 too ardently, but 
by Leslie Howard, a singularly engag- 
ing English actor, who will be remem- 
bered by the playgoers who went to 
‘* Just Suppose.’’ 

Mr. Tarkington has been so long and 
so ‘closely identified with his own | 
Indianapolis that folks are wont to for- 
get he is also a gehtleman from Kenne- 


bunkport, on the coast of Maine. It is 
the New England coast which serves 
as the background of ‘‘ The Wren,”’ and 
they are Down East characters that 
putter about delightfully in the middle 
distance as its quaint and pleasing 
story unfolds. 

That story is the story of BEusebia 
Olds, a young girl who just can’t help 
mothering and managing all the people 
around her. The weight of their 
troubles lies heavy on her shoulders, 
and her brow is puckered with the sense 
of her responsibilities. The hired man 
at Cap’n Olds’s place is scared to death 
of Seeby, and her gentle tyranny over 
the old captain himself is so oppressive 
to that worthy that sometimes he sighs 
over the irony of Fate’s having selected 
Seeby as the one of his eight chidren 
who should live to boss him about. 
Even béfore his first stroke had sen- 
tenced him to a wheel chair she led him 
quite a life of it. It seems he Was al- 
ways wanting to marry somebody or 
other, and altogether he required a good 
deal of his daughter’s attention. 

As the play unfolds. you find the little 
wren wih ruffled plumage. A lacka- 
daisical young painter who, as a 
boarder at Cap’n Olds’s place, has been 
her special charge and worry, has be- 
come fearfully involved Wlus a sump- 
tuouS young matron from New York, 
left lying around loose by ner husband. 
And the comedy deals with the wren’s 
successful routing of this gaudy bird of 
prey. As the final curtain falls, the 
agitated captain, sweeping the coast 
with his binoculars, discovers that his 
daughter has gone forth to keep the 
helpless young painter from getting 
lonely. And that she knows just how 
to go about it. 

There’s one 
about the Maine 


odd thing, by the way, 
coast as they manage 
it at the Gaiety. When the artist and 
the bird of prey come romping in, their 
avis full of wild fiowers, their cheeks 
flushed with a care-free, all-afternoon 
tramp in the woodlands and meadow- 
lands, the bird of prey is shod in high- 
heeled patent-leather slippers, of which 
the very soles are spotless. The same 
curious quality of the New England soil 
is noted in the second act whén The 
Wren comes in from a moonlit stroll 
on the shore with her little white pumps 
as white as when she went out. Of 
course, the attributes of the soil may 
have nothing to do with it. Both ladies 
may have walked on their hands. 

It is not possible to review ‘‘ The 
Wren” even briefly and appreciatively 
without inflicating that it is curiously 
short-weight. Here is a charming 
comedy, deftly and simply fashioned, 
artfully written and warmed all the way 
through by the kindliest humor. And 
yet—and yet it is a scanty play with a 
scantiness that is not quite accounted 
tor even when you have looked at your 

watch and found that it took little more 
than, two hours from first to last. You 
com away from the theatre a little 
undérnourished, feeling that you have 
been permitted to peep in on some 
quaint and amusing people and that you 
have not been allowed to'see quite 
enough of them.

The ‘‘ Ambush ”’ of 
staged last night at the Garrick Thea- 
tre as the beginning of another Theatre 
Guild season, is a stern and uncompro- 
mising study of circumstance—a story 
of ideals attacked from without, and 
evyentuaily abandoned when the press of 
évents becomes too great. Specifically, 
it tells the tale of a middle-aged and 
middle-class clerk who fights desperate- 
ly against the onrushing tide of a 
scheming daughter and a conniving wife, 
and who finds himself forced to give up 
the struggle in the end. It is frankly an 
unpleasant play. 

The circumstances 
us and ambush us 
play that is always interes 
monly well played 
iterative and siow-paced. 
the same Arthur Richman who wrote 
the fragrant ‘*‘ Not So Long Ago”’ and 
who now emérges in quite another guise. 
Out of the familiar figures and situa- 
tions of the theaire—certainly most of 
them are familiar—he has built and writ- 
ten a courageous play, although he has 
had to distort a character here and 
there to do. it.

‘Love Dreams,’’ which Oliver Mo- 
rosco presented at the Times Square 
Theatre last night, is described on the 
Program as a ‘‘ melody drama.’’ One 
may take this to mean, on the evidence 
of the show itself, that the production 
is neither straight musical comedy nor 
a devious drama. As a matter of fact, 
it is a rather ingenious combination of 
musical comedy and sentimental drama, 
an acceptance of the program's idea 


of the word being understood. It has a 
story that moves obviously but smoothly 
through the situation of a nice country 
girl who makes herself into a Broadway 
favorite in order to earn enough to pay 
her lame sister. 

The public knows her as Renée 
d’Albret, the notorious Huropean vam- 
pire, and when shé appears in this ca- 
pacity the producer finds it easy to 
bring in a chorus of bizarre costumes, 
an Oriental dancer and other spicy, as 
they say, bits which the.real public is 
bound to expect from Mr, Morosco. 
When the.~heroine is her supposedly 
true self, that permits a rural setting 
with comedy and sentimental scenes to 
match. In one réle Vera Michelena, the 
pseudo Renée, wears such gowns as 
Mr. Ziegfeld found were becoming to 
her, and in the other she shows how 
simple and modest she can be. For the 
purposes of the play, though, she is 
really equal to the rdles dramatically. 

Miss Michelena also sings a number 
of songs likely to prove likable. The 
appealing Marie Carroll, as the lame 
sister, is among those musically present, 
too, and of the men In the cast, Tom 
Powers is most effective vocally. Most 
of the comedy comes from Harry K. 
Morton, as Cadillac Packard, the ideal 
press agent, or the press agent’s ideal. 
He is aided by Maude Eburne in a bur- 
lesque maid’s réle. No, Morton's role 
is not a burlesque. It’s a piece of 
realism. Orrin Johnson and Maurie Hol- 
land are also in the cast, the latter to 
do some dancing and the former to give 
dramatic weight to the story. 

And the chorus—one thing must be 
said about it emphatically in its favor. 
In one particular it is just like other 
choruses. It cannot sing. It’s recom- 
mendation is that it doesn’t try. It 
merely wears clothes and dances—both 
satisfactorily. 

Finally, though you may not believe 
it, ‘‘ Love Dreams ’”’ is a tragedy. Hon- 
est. It has an unhappy ending, one of 
those sadly, sweet touches for the cur-| 
tain to descend on. 

The play goes wild at one point, how- 
ever, and becomes totally unreal. Two 
of the characters play toddle-top with 
yellow bills!

The author of ‘‘A Bill of Divorce- 
ment’’ has peered ten years into the 
future to pluck a war play. To ask an 
audience to imagine itself in the year 
1932 as it looks upon a play is inevi- 
tably to remove a large solid piece from 
your foundation. Fortunately, the fu- 
ture tense need not be too much in- 
sisted upon and, once accepted, the play 
itself is the thing and offers enough of 
substantial interest to carry the 
tors along. 

In London it has been a notable suc- 
The problem put strongly 
doubtless awakens many deep question- 
ings in thé hearts of the British people, 
where nearly every home has its) war 
tragedy and where the greatest tragedy 
of the shell-shocked soldier 
millar than it is with us. 

‘‘A Bill of Divorcement'’’ has also to 
consider the British laws of divorce. 
You are asked to assume that a recom- 
mendation of the Commission on Di- 
vorce has become a law and that a wife 
whose husband has been pronounced in- 
curably insané is by that factentitled 
to her freedom. These conditions are 
the basis of the play. . 

Then the problem is clearly and sim- 
ply stated. A war marriage of a girl 
of 17 and a young soldier has been fol- 
lowed by the wounding: of the young 
husband. He is declared ineurably in- 

sane. Years have passed. The wife has 
obtained a divorce. The wife is deeply 
in love and engaged to be married. 
The husband unexpectedly recovers. He 
returns home. He is utterly broken, 
but his mind whole. What is the 
wife to do? 

The problem is 
fairly solved through the daughter 
the couple—and, after all is said and 
done, it remains the daughter's 
and the daughter’s triumph. 

This interesting play is brought to 
New York by Allan Pollock, who re- 
turned to his country at the outbreak 
of the war, was badly wounded and 
spent years in hospitals. Bearing his 
honorable wounds he was welcomed last 
night with a warmth that was as whole- 
hearted as it was_deserved. His is the 
role of thé broken soldier, a quiet, tense 
pefformance like the return of a ghost. 
Janet Beecher sustained well the part 
of the wife, while Katharine Cornell, 
the 17-vear- old daughter of 1932, was 
little short of fascinating in her sweep 
through the tangles of “the tragedy 
around her. 

Thé quiet, 
this English play was a delight. 
the rare excellence of English well 
spoken by every member of the cast. 
There is wisely no attempt to suggest 
what people will be wearing or what 
houses will look like in 1982. It goes on 
as an affair of today and is therefore 
free from any unnecessary distractions.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Sterling Leads Sharp Rally in 
Foreign Exchange—Steel 
Orders Show Increase. 


Interest in yesterday’s financial situ- 
ation was focused primarily on the for- 
eign exchanges, and more specifically 
upon sterling, which touched $3.87 and 
reacted to $3.8544. At the latter price, 
however, there was a gain of 4% cents, 
this coming as a sequel to a big rise 
last week. As compared with Monday 
& week ago, yesterday’s closing figure 
représented a gain of approximately 13 
cents. At the quotation of $3.87, ster- 
ling was at the highest point since 
June 3, when it sold at $3.89, and only 
slightly more than 13 cents ‘under the 
high for the year. The strength In 
sterling was transmitted, in part, at 
least, to other exchanges, several ox 
which touched a new high for thea year, 
including Switzerland, at 18.18, as well 
as two of the Far Eastern rates, Peking 
and Manila. Exchange on Amsterdam 
was up about % cent. the Scandinavians 
showed substantial recoveries, Denmark 
leading with a gain of 5% cent. French 
francs were up slightly, and exchange 
on Madrid was strong. 

The advance in sterling was attributa- 
ble to several influences. Yor one 
thing, grain and cotton bills, which 
would act as a depressing factor, are 
not in the market in any great quanti- 
ty. Normally, it would be expected 
that heavier pressure would arise ‘from 
this quarter, and undoubtedly absence 
of such bills has caused sufficient fear 
on the part of speculators to induce 
covering operations of a sizable charac- 
ter. So far as appears on the surface, 
the recent rise in sterling has had its 
origin almost entirely from purchases 
of this sort. 3ut such purchases as 
are made reflect, to some degree, the 
improvement in sentiment abroad. For 
one thing, England's foreign trade fig- 
ures showed a further cutting down of 
the excess of imports, and more than 
passing attention is being paid to the 
hopeful statement by Lloyd George that 
financial conditions in Europe are on 
the mend. 

Whether or no German operations 
have been having an influence does not 
appear clear at the moment. Such a 
situation would be quite in keeping, but 
even if the Germans are buying sterling 
in anticipation of reparations payment, 
it does not appear to constitute a pri- 
mary influence for the rise. The specu- 
lative position is the clearly defined 
factor, though it can easily lead into 
other fields and create a situation that 
{s quite outside the bounds of specula- 
tion, 

With relation to the Far Eastern ex- 
changes, the upturn in silver of % cent 
to 72% bore especial significance. This 
is the highest price for foreign silver 
since Sept. 27. 
market is in a measure swayed by the 
position as to copper. There is Little 


silver being produced here and the same 
applies to other countries, Such do- 


mestic silver as comes into the market 
is absorbed by purchases under the Pitt- 
man act, at a price much in advance of 
quotations on forcign silver, 

In the stock market, prices tended to 
be reactionary and call money, after re- 
newing at 5 per cent., rose to 6 per cent. 
at the close. There was Uttle or no 
significance to be attached to this, al- 
though it fs the highest rate since Aug. 
18. The announcement of Government 
withdrawals of $26,000,000 was a factor 
of importance in making for a higher 
rate on demand loans. The advance, 
however, was hardly of importance in 
relation to price changes in the stock 
market. Trading once again was dull, 
although there appeared to be some 
slight public interest in the ofls. The 
railroad shares were inclined to be 
heavy in recognition of the doubt which 
prevails as to the course of freight 
rates and wages. The carriers are quite 
agreed that rates cannot come down 
without wages being further reduced. 
There cannot help but be something 
of a deadlock created under such cir- 
cumstances and this serves to Lmit 
any speculative impulse in these Is- 
sues, 

One of the most important develop- 
ments was an increase in unfilied orders 
on the books of the United States Steel 
Corporation, as of Sept. 80. The gain 
for the month was, to be sure, only 
28,744 tons, but the significance lies 
in the fact that this is the first in- 
crease reported in any month since 
July, 1920. Furthermore, it is to be re- 
membered that the Corporation's scale 
of activity increased nearly 100 per 
cent. during September, so that the in- 
crease now reported r shows a sub- 
stantial er uae ooo in demand; as com-

TWO NEW COUNTERFEITS. 


Ten and Twenty Dollar Notes of 
Poor Workmanship, Officials Say. 


Two new counterfelts, both of poor 
workmanship, are reported in circula- 
tion by the Federal Reserve Bank of- 
ficilals. The bank says ‘that they would 
hardly fail to attract attention from 
the ordinarily close observer. One is 
a twenty dollar note on the Federal 
Reserve Bank of San Francisco, check 
letter B; signed D. F. Houston, Secre- 
tary of Treasury, and John Burke, 
Treasurer of the United States; por- 
trait of Cleveland, series of 1914. This 
is a straight photographic reproduction 
on two pieces of poor quality paper 
showing no attempt to color the seal 
or thd numbers. The face and back 
of the note have a brownish gray ap- 
pearance, due to the process of printing. 

The other counterfeit is a ten dollar 
note on the Feoaeral Reserve Bank of 
Cc hica: o, check letter A, face plate No. 
signed D. F. Houston, Secretary of 
Tre ‘asury, and John Burke, Treasurer of 
| the United States; portrait of Jackson, 
series 1914. This note is printed on 
poor quality of paper, with a few silk 
threads between to imitate the genuine. 
The paper is so thick that the threads 
do not show through and the workman- 
ship is so crude that it would hardly 
fail to attract attention.

Quotations Reach Lowest Level 
|. Since Sept. 19—Close Is 
25-37 Points Down. 


Pressure .of the three large contract 
markets for cotton continued yesterday 
and prices reached the lowest level 
touched since Sept, 19. Liverpool and 
New Orleans proved weaker than New 
| York, bringing so many contracts for 
sale here that the entire list gave way. 
Reports of the possibility of some top 
| crop at Texas points undermined confi- 
dence. Persistent pressure of actual 
cotton weighed on the market despite 
good demand in some quarters. An ad- 
vance in sterling to $3:83 brought some 
support, but demand was not sufficient 
to prevent a decline. Many stop-loss 
| orders were executed and _ contracts 
were thrown over by discouraged hold- 

Final prices were 25 to 87 points 
| lower than on Saturday. 

Early trading reflected mathy cross 
currents. There was the same demand 
for December from trade sources athat 
has been characteristic of recent de- 
clines. Liverpool opened higher, but pri- 
vate cables reported a general selling 
movement that finally carried prices off 
| Virtually a cent a pound, with the for-

|} New Orleans” declined sharply under

HARRISBURG, Oct. 10.—Samue] Rea, 
President of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
speaking at the annual meeting of the 
Pennsylvania Chamber of Commeérce to- 
night asserted that improvement of 


present business conditions came down 
‘“*to the practical question of what steps 
the railroads can take that may assist 
business revival and new construction 
work and reduce unemployment.”’ 
Speaking on ‘‘ present-day conditions,” 
he referred to their effect on the rail- 
roads, outlined measures "to improve 
them and discussed the Pennsylvania 
Railroad’s labor policy and its differ- 
ences with the Federal Railroad Labor 
Board over the wage and working con-

conditions,’ President Rea said the 
roads wanted conditions changed for 
the better as soon as possible.

| they can be mitigated and the condi- 
| tions materially changed in such a way 
as to enable the railroads to be a help 
to the situation. No real remedy can 
be provided for the railroad situation 
| until the steel, coal and building indus- 
tries revive at prices that will encourage 
| the public to buy. It comes, therefore, 
down to the practical question of what 
steps the railroads can take that may 
assist business revival and new con- 
| struction work and reduce* mnemploy- 
ment.”’ 
| As the first step he urged the passage 
| of the Funding bill by Congress. This, 
| he said, would enable the Railroad Ad- 
| ministration to use its holdings of rail- 
road securities to obtain cash and pay 
|} over to the roads amounts due for the 
| use of their property and equipment dur- 
| ing Federal control. He estimated that 
| from these sources $4,000,000 to $5,000,- 
000 of current funds could be made 
available from which the roads could 
pay off their current obligations and re- 
sume “work connected with upkeep, 
thereby giving additional employment.

AS CRAIG PROTESTS 


Tentative Total of $354,446,469 
Is $4,500,000 Too High, 
Controller Insists. 


SHOULD REDUCE TAX RATE

Could Be One or Two Points Lower, 
He Asserts—Changes Can Still

With Controller Craig refusing to vote, 
the Board of Estimate yesterday adopted 
the tentative city ‘budget for 1922, with 
a total, made public on Saturday, of 
$354,446,469.76. The Controller insisted 
that the amount must be revised down- 
ward by at least $45500,000 to keep it 
below the constitutional limit of tax- 
ation. He said the budget should not 
exceed $349,000,000, and if kept at this 
figure 2 lower tax rate by one or two 
points in each borough would result. 

The law requires that a majority of 
the sixteen votes in the b@ard shall be 
necessary to adopt the tentative budget, 
and when the vote was called the only 
support the Mayor had -~was from the 
Borough Presidents of the Bronx, Brook- 
lyn, Queens and Richmond. Clarence | 
H. Fay, Commissioner of Public Works 
for Manhattan Borough, representing 
Henry H. Curran, and Controller Craig 
refused té vote. The vote stood seven 
for adoption and five against, and it 
appeared for a time as if the board | 
would have to take up the budget item 
by item and-do its paring in public. 
Mr. Fay finally switched over to the 
Mayor's side. 

‘‘ While I am not ready to vote for 
this budget,’’ he explained, ‘‘I declined 
to vote only because I thought you had 
votes enough to adopt it. Making all 
due reservations on behalf of the Pres- 
ident of Manhattan Borough, and, al- | 
though I have not had time to study it 
carefully, yet that the work may be 
expedited J will change my vote.”’ 

“ All Voting With Reservations.’’ 


‘‘ We are all voting with reservations,’ 
said the Mayor. ‘' This is merely tenta- 
tive, and changes can be made at any 
time up to the day a final documeht is | 
approved by us.’’ 

‘*T don’t mind giving my reasons for 
not voting now,"’ said Controller Craig.
